Cleaning the Tape Head 

After you have listened to many cassettes 

over a long period of time, magnetic powder 

from the tapes and dust accumulates on the 
tape head, causing noise and a deterioration 

in sound quality. Clean the tape head using a 
cleaning tape or cleaning kit designed for use 
in car audio systems. 

Handling Cassette Tapes 

Do not play a cassette whose tape has gone 

slack. In such a case, wind it tight using a 

pencil or the like in one of the spools. 

Playing slack cassette tapes can result in the 

ape tangling around the capstan and/or 

pinch rollers, causing trouble. 

Do not play a deformed cassette or one 

whose label is starting to come off, as it can 

cause the unit to malfunction. 

Do not leave tapes in hot places, such as on 
dashboards and other spots exposed to 
direct sunlight, or near heater outlets. They 
can deform the cassette. 

e Avoid using extremely long cassette tapes, 
such as 100-minute-long tapes. Such tapes 
are very thin, and can tangle easily around 
the pinch rollers or other parts inside the 
unit, causing unit failure.

RDS is a service used by radio stations to transmit data 
outside normal radio broadcast signals. 

When an RDS station is received, you can immediately find out 
what kind of data is being transmitted by looking at the 
program service name, which appears in the display after the 
frequency. 

The ALM indicator turns on when an RDS station is being 
received. 


When an emergency transmission (announcing disasters, etc.)

Troubleshooting Guide 


What might seem to be a malfunction in your unit may just be the result of slight misoperation or miswiring. 
Before calling service, first check the following table for possible problems. 


PROBLEM 


The power does not turn on. 


No sound can be heard, or the 
volume is low. 


The tape does not go in. / 
No sound can be heard even 


though the tape display is made. 


Nothing happens when the 
buttons are pressed. 


The sound quality is poor or 
distorted. 


Radio reception is poor. 


The memory is erased when 
the ignition is turned off. 


POSSIBLE CAUSE 


The fuse has blown. 


Attenuator is turned on. 


SOLUTION 


After checking for short circuits in the wires, replace the 
fuse with one with the same rating. 


Turn off Attenuator. 


The fader or balance settings are set all the way to one 
side. 


Reset the fader or balance settings. 


The input/output wires or wiring harness are connected 
ncorrectly. 


Reconnect the input/output wires or the wiring harness 
correctly. See the section on "Connecting Wires to 
Terminals’. 


The cassette tape is bad. 


Try playing another cassette tape. If works fine, the first 
tape was bad. 


The values of “V OFFSET” are low. 


The car ignition was turned off during tape eject; or the 
ape was pulled out during loading, switching the mode

The tape head is dirty. 


The computer chip in the unit is not functioning normally.

PROBLEM 


The disc control mode cannot 
be selected. 


The specified disc does not 
play, but another one plays 
instead. 


The sound skips. 


The display shows that the 
changer is being played, but no 
sound can be heard.

Track repeat, disc repeat, track 
scan, disc scan, random play, 
and magazine random play 
start by themselves. 


POSSIBLE CAUSE 


0 wire has been connected to the disc changer input 
erminal on the unit. 


The specified CD is quite dirty. 


SOLUTION 


Connect the wire to the disc changer input terminal on 
the unit. 


Clean the CD. 


The CD is upside-down. 


Load the CD with the labeled side up. 


The disc is loaded in a different slot from that specified. 


Eject the disc magazine and check the number for the 
specified disc. 


The disc is severely scratched. 


Something is touching the disc changer. 


Try another disc instead. 


Remove whatever is touching it. 


The CD is scratched or dirty. 


Random play or magazine random play has been 
selected. 


The setting is not cancelled. 


If the following situations, consult your nearest service center: 
e Even though the disc changer is connected, the Disc Changer Mode is not on, with "AUX" showing in the display during the Changer Mode. 


e Even though no device (KCA-S210A, CA-C1AX, KDC-CPS85, KDC-CX85, KDC-CPS82 or KDC-CX82) is connected, the AUX Mode is entered when switching modes. 
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The computer chip in the unit is not functioning normally. 


If skipping happens at the same place when the car is 
stopped, something with the CD is wrong. Clean the CD. 


Press the reset button on the unit (see p. 4). 


Turn off random play or magazine random play. 


The settings for these functions remain on until the 
setting to off or the disc ejected, even if the power is 
turned off or the source changed.

The following messages are displayed when certain problems are occurring in your system. Take the 
recommended actions. 


EJECT No disc magazine has been loaded in the changer. The disc magazine is not completely loaded. 
= Load the disc magazine properly. 
No CD in the unit. 
= Insert the CD. 


NO DISC No disc has been loaded in the disc magazine. 
= Load a disc into the disc magazine. 


E-04 No disc has been loaded in the disc magazine. 
= Load a disc into the disc magazine. 
The CD is quite dirty. The CD is upside-down. The CD is scratched a lot. 
= Clean the CD and load it correctly. 


BLANK Nothing has been recorded on the MD. 
NO TRACK No tracks are recorded on the MD, although it has a title. 


NO PANEL The faceplate of the slave unit being connected to this unit has been removed. 
=> Replace it. 
E-77 The unit is malfunctioning for some reason. 


= Press the reset button on the unit. If the "E- 77" code does not disappear, consult your nearest service center. 


E-99 Something is wrong with the disc magazine. Or the unit is malfunctioning for some reason. 
=> Check the disc magazine. And then press the reset button on the unit. If the "E- 99" code does not disappear, consult your 
nearest service center. 


HOLD The protective circuit in the unit activates when the temperature inside the automatic disc changer exceeds 60°C (140°F), 
stopping all operation. 
=> Cool down the unit by opening the windows or turning on the air conditioner. As the temperature falls below 60°C (140°F), 

the disc will start playing again. 


IN If this indicator continues blinking, it is possible that the tape has become jammed or tangled. 
=> Contact the Kenwood dealer if the cassette tape cannot be ejected.
